FIVE MEN SEEKING 
LODGES SENATE StAl 


Four Democrats Out for Nomi- 


nation and Senator Has Re- 
publican Opponent. 


By the Associated Press 


BOSTON, Aug. 2.—Five Massachu- 
setts citizens have deciared their 
willingness to wear the senatorial 
toga in Washington, in the beiief 
that 30 years" service there is 
enough for Senator Henry Cabot 
Lodge and that he ought to be re- 
tired next March. But they have 
different ideas as to how this ought 
to be done. The matter will be sub- 
mitted to the voters of this State at 
the primaries on Sept. 12, and they 
decide whether Senator Lodge shall 
make a sixth appearance as the Re- 
publican nominee in the November 
election and which one of four 
Democrats shall reprseent the oposi- 
tion. 

Joseph Walker, former Speaker 
of the House of Representatives, is 
contesting the Republican nomina- 
tion with Senator Lodge. He was at 
one time allied with the progressive 
wing of the party. The candidates 
for the Democratic nomination are 
Col. William A. Gaston, a 
and long active in his party; Sher- 
man L. Whipple. leading attorney; 
Prof. Dallas Lore Sharp of Boston 
University and John Jackson Waish, 
a former State Senator. All are 
Boston men. 

Basis of Walker Candidacy. 

Walker bases his candidacy upon 
the argument that Senhator Lodge 
has “reactionary” tendencies and 
does not properly represent his par- 
ty. Col. Gaston in a recent address 
laid particular stress on opposition 
to the tariff bill which he said was 
“peing forced through an unwilling 
Congress under the leadership of 
Senator Lodge.” Whipple in an- 
nouncng his candidacy asserted that 
the senior Senator from Massachu- 
setts represented “the power of or- 
ganized money interests” and had 
been “leading directly against the 
great swing of progressive  prin- 

'ciples.”” Prof. Sharp includes in his 
platform abolition of war, indus- 
trial peace, prohibition, low riff, 
the independence of the Philippines 
and opposition to the soldiers’ bonus. 
Walsh has described himself as a 
political idealist who believes that 
all things can be better than they 
are. He has urged “liberal individ- 
val financial support” to the Demo- 
cratic party which he said must be- 
come “self-supporting.” 

As nominations for ths primaries 
do not close until next month the 
lineup in the various congressional 
districts is not yet defined. 

Governor Has Opposition. 

Gov. Channing H. Cox, Repubii- 
can. is opposed fer renomination by 
Attorney-Genera] J. Weston Allen. 
It has been the usual custom in this 
State to accord a Governor a nomi- 
mation for a second term, but Al- 
len has pointed out that Gov. Cox 
is the first Massachusetts executive 
to be chosen for a@ two-year term 
and asserts for this reason the pre- 
cedent does not hold. The Attorney- 
General was awarded an honorary 
degree by Harvard University last 
month in recognition of his prose- 
cution of two district attorneys 
which resulted in their remova! 
from office for malfeasance. 

On the Democratic ticket John F. 
Fitzgerald, a former Congressman 
and former Mayor of Boston, Jo- 
seph B. Ely of Springfield. Mayor 
Peter F. Sullivan of Worcester and 
ex-Governor Eugene N. Foss are 
candidates for the nomination for 
the governorship. 


RADIO USED AS MEDIUM IN 
MAKING DIAGNOSIS AT SEA

NEW YORK, Aug. 2.—Making a 
diagnosis by wireless is not always 
an easy task, Dut it is successfully 
accom plished in most cases, Dy 
coctors at sea 

As an instance of the difficulty of 
discovering the nature of an ailment 
without seeing the patient. Dr 
Lee Brown of the Royal Mail liner 
Oropesa, which arrived here recently 
from Hamburg and Southampton 
was calied uporm. during the voyage. 
to presceibe for several sailormen 
on the Danish freighter. A. T. Lan- 
terhavet, who were suffering from 
a mysterious malady. 

The Danish vessel, which was 
then many miles distant from the 
OCropesa, had come from Malta and 
was bound for New York. Dr 
Brown, who had been connected 
with the British squadron stationed 
at Malta during the war. at nee 
recognized from the Danish captain's 
description of the symptoms that the 
men were suffering from Malta fe- 
ver. a species of malaria. He sent 
& message, prescribing the necessary 
remedies and outlining a course of 
treatment, which apparentiy had the 
desired effect. as no further call for 
aid was received. 

Im this case it would have been 
easy to mistake the nature of the 
ailment. as the symptoms described 
might bave arisen from some other 
cauee. Dr. Brown's experience in 
Malta. however, enabled him to 
make correct diagnosis. 

Ship's doctors say that the most 
difficult cases to treat by wireless 
are those resulting from injuries. 
and on this account many are in- 
clined to bDelleve that licensed deck 
officers on freighters should be 
compelled toe pase examination in 
firet ald to the injured In that 
event they would be qualified to set 
broken bones, sew up wounds and 
make some adequate attempt to 
save life when a serious accident 
happens.

HE unanimous refusal of 
T the American Association of 
Railway Executives to ac- 
cept President Harding's plan 
for settlement of the shopcrafts’ 
strike was contained in the fol- 
lowing message telegraphed to 
the White House last night: 
“1. Resolved, that we accept 
the first recommendation of the 
President, reading as follows: 
“ ‘First, railway managers and 
workmen are to agree to rec- 
ognize the validity of all deci- 
sions of the Railroad Labor 
Board and to faithfully carry 
out such decisions as contem-

derstanding that this is not in- 
tended to preclude any party to 
a controversy from proceeding

“Impossibiec to Agree.” 

(3). That is is impossible to 
agree to the first sentence@f the 
third proposal of the President, 
the whole of which reads as fol- 
lows: 

“Third, all employes on strike 
to be returned work and to 
their former positions with seni- 
ority and other rights unimpair- 
ed. The representatives the 
carriers and the representatives 
of the organizations especially 
agree that there will be no dis- 
crimination by either yparty 
against the employes who did 
not strike.” 

“The Railroad executives and 
managers agree entirely with 
the President's statement in his 
letter that it is ‘wholly unthink- 
able that the Railroad Labor 
Board can be made a useful 
agency of the Government in 
maintaining industrial peace in 
the railway service unless em- 
ployers and workers are both 
prompt and inquestioning in 
their acceptances of its de- 
cisions, I think it is more de- 
sirable than I know how to ex- 
press to have establish the un- 
challenged authority of the 
tailroad Labor Board, because 
we must do these things which 
are necessary to bring about the 
recognition of suitable authority 
to decide and end such disputes 
as menace the continuity of 
transportation.’ 

“Defied by Shop Crafts.”’ 

‘By this languate the Presi- 
dent expressed with great force 
and clearness the policy which 
we advocate. But the decisions 
of the Railroad Labor Board 
were flouted and defied by the 
six organizations comprising the 
Federate Shop Crafts: the strike 
was called to take effect July 1, 
1922, and even the summons of 
the board to appear with the 
railroad executives before the 
Labor Board after the strike 
was calletl and before it took 
effect was contemptuously ig- 
nored by the leaders of the strik- 
ers, who refused to attend the 
hearing. Thereupon, it became 
the plain duty of the railroads 
actively and vigorously to un- 
dertake to uphold the orderly 
processes for the adjustment of 
industrial disputes contemplated 
by the statute creating the La- 
bor Board and represented by 
the decisions of that board, 
against which the strike in ques- 
tion.was directed, and at the 
same time continue to the best 
of their ability to discharge 
their duty to the public as com- 
mon carriers. 

“Many men in the service 
refused to join the strike and in 
so doing were assured of the 
seniority rights accruing to 
them, and of the permanence of 
their positions. (9n some im- 
portant lines, 650 per cent or 
more refused to join the strike.

The President's Letter. 

The text of President Hard- 
ing’s letter embodying his pro- 
posals for the settlement af the 
railroad strike follows: 

“Tam writing to convey to you 
the terms of agreement, as I un- 
derstand them, upon which the 
railway managers and United 
Shop Craft Workers are ‘o 
agree, preliminary to calling off 
the existing strike. 

“First. tailway 
and workmen are to 
recognize the validity of all de- 
cisions of the taillway Labor 
Zoard. and to faithfully carry 
out guch decisions contem- 
plated by the law. 

“Second. The carriers’ will 
withdraw all lawsuits growing

I 
have made a very full appraisal 
of all the embarrassments in-

“It has seemed to me that the 
proposition that the order of 
things on the day the strike be- 
gan be restored, and that both 
employers and workers agree 
against discrimination toward 
either those who struck or did 
not strike, will leave to the man- 
agers only the difficult problem 
of dealing with the new men em- 
ployed. It would be futile for 
me to attempt to point the way 
of most easily solving that dif- 
ficulty. 

From Larger Standpoints. 

“T have only attempted to ap- 
praise the situation from the 
larger viewpoint. It seems to me 
that such a settlement brings, 
frst of all. the restoration to 
normal operations in transpor- 
tation for which the country is 
calling. In the second place, it 
establishes definitely the full 
recognition of the Railroad La- 
bor Board by all parties con- 
cerned. 

“T have not specifically stated 
it in the terms of settlement, but 
of course, the abandonment of 
the contract system in accord- 
ance with the decision of the 
board. is to be expected on the 
of all railroads. It is 

unthinkable that the 
Board can be

“Tl think it is more desirable

“You are at liberty to present 
the situation as I have outlined 
it to you, and I hope you will 
convey to the members my deep 
conviction that this dispute must 
be brought to an early termina- 
tion.’

Senator Crow was taken ill three 
yéars ago and although under the 
care of eminent physicians, was 
never afterward considered physic- 
ally fit. He was born on a Penn- 
sylvania farm March 10, 1870) He 
was educated in the country schools 
and at State Normal School After 
serving as a teacher for two years 
he became a newspaper reporter in 
Pittsburg. Later he became editor 
of the Uniontown Standard. In 
1895 was admitted to the . bar. 
Within three years he was elected 
District Attorney. 

He met his first political reverse 
in 1902, when he was defeated for 
State Senator. This he overcame in 
1906, and from that time until his 
appointment by Gov. Sproul to suc- 
ceed the late Philander C. Knox, in 
the United States Senate, he was 
continuously a member of that 
body. Senator Crow became so ill 
after his appointment to the Unit- 
edi States Senate that his only ap- 
pearance in the capital was the day 
on which he toox the oath of office.

DR. JOHNSON’S WIT. 


The “great Dr. Johnson,” the man who re- 
vised and compiled the dictionary as we know 
it, married a woman who had children as old 
as himself. She was called “the Widow Porter,” 
and is described as having been a tittering, short, 
fat. coarse woman, with “a face full of paint.” 
But Johnson adored her. Shea was witty, and, 
perhaps in her wit lay her charm for him. 

Johnson, however, alluded to her as “the 
pretty creature,” although his biographers al- 
ways remind the reader at this point that John- 
son's eyesight was very poor indeed. He cared 


- more of her opinion of his writing than for any 


other criticism. 

When Johnson proposed to the Widow Porter 
he told her candidly that he had no money, and 
that his uncle had been hanged. She replied 
that she cared nothing about what any of his 
family had done, and that, although she had no 
relatives who had been hanged, she had 50 who 
deserved to be. 

Unfortunately, ‘‘the pretty creature” died not 
long after they were married. Johnson's grief 
almost affected his mind. His illness, poverty, 
adversity, and finaly the loss of his wife soured 
Johnson's temper, and in all of his wit there is 
a bitter, biting tone. 

A Scotchman, proud of Buchanan's fame as a 
scholar, and as a tutor to Mary Queen of Scots, 
once asked Johnson: . 

“What would you have said of Buchanan had 
he been an Englishman?” 

“Why,” said Johnson, “said of him, sir? Why, 
I would have said of him, had he been an En- 
glishman what I will say now of him as a 
Scotchman, that he was the only man of genius 
his country ever produced.” 

During Johnson's lifetime there was a brilliant 
group of men in London who met regularly. 
Among them, Goldsmith represented poetry and 
literature of a light vein, Reynolds the arts, 
Burke political eloquence, Gibbon was the his- 
torian, and Garrick was the actor. In this bril- 
Mant group Johnson dominated, and the club 
finally became known as ‘‘The Johnson Club.” 
His conversation was more sparkling with these 
friends than at any other time. He expressed 
the reason for this by saying. 

“They have the ability and the knowledge to 
send back every ball I throw.” 

At one of the meetings of the club, Johnson 
made the statement that he disliked pun- 
ning. He said: 

“T hate a pun. A man who would perpetrate 
a pun would have little hesitation in picking a 
pocket.” 

“Perhaps you have no ability to play upon 
emall words,” remarked Boswell—who after- 
ward wrote “The Life of Johnson.” 

“Sir!” roared Johnson. “If | were punished 
for every ‘pun I shed there would not be left a 
puny shed of punnish head.” 

When the patience of Miller, the bookseller, 
had become exhausted at Johnson's delay in 
sending the final pages of the dictionary, he 
‘was one day dalighted to receive them at last. 
He vented his feelings in the following: 

“Andrew Miller sends his compliments to Mr. 
Samuel Johnson, with the money for the last 
copy of-the dictionary, and thank God he has 
done with it.” 

Dr. Johnson replied: 

‘Samuel Johnson returns his compliments to

HOT WEATHER 
HOUSEKEEPING 


By Mrs. Christine Frederick 


Hot Weather Laundry. 

1GH indeed towers the family 

laundry basket in hot weather’ 

These sultry days make us eager 
for frequent changes of linen, sum- 
mer bathing multiplies the number 
of weekly towels and to feel and 
look fresh seem to need a clean frock 
or blouse every day. What can we 
laund.y 
problem less burdensome and ex- 
pense” 

First, get rid of the tyranny of 
the washboard. Second, give up the 
mistaken notion that clothes must 
be boiled In order to remove the dirt 
ana soll from them. 

Be convinced that the secret of 

washing its long soaking in 
the right kind of soap solution, and 
else! Prove to yourself that 
a two to aix-hour soaking in tepid 
water in which has been dissolved 
one cup of powdered soap and one- 
half cup of ammonia will remove 
grease and soil faster and more 
thoroughiy than if you practice a 
rub-a-dub-dub finger exercise for 
hours on your wash-board. 

Wring the clothes from this soak 
water and then treat them to a 
“scald rinse” of clear, very hot wate-. 
rinse in @ second clear water. then 
a third blue water and hang In di- 
rect sun light. If you follow this 
method, you can make your wash- 
dboller into a flower-box or anvthine 
you please, because you'l! 
neéd it again. ‘ Remember that su: 
shine is a better bleach than 
chemical and that the succ 
washing depends more on thorouch 
rinsing than anything else. Clothes 
Which have a «gray @r yellow ip 
pearance may have been well wash - 
ed but show that the rinsing was not 
sufficient and properly done 

Also bear in mind that the frock 
soonest washed is easiest cleansed’ 
If you spill eomething on your sum- 
mer skirt. or littie Willie gets most 
of his ice cream cone, on his romper, 
the thing to do is to treat tt to an in- 
stant bath and not let it } round 
wntil the stain and grease permeate 
the material and possibly raise a fine 
growth of mold which wil! be four 
times as difficult to remove as when 
the garm is washed instantly 
Never make the mistake of throwing 
a damp or eweaty garment into the 
laundry Basket and letting it le 
there wntil the next wash day 
damp towel thrown among the other 
pieces Will become odorous and con- 
taminate the entire contents of the 
basket, making it doubly difficult to 
wash. Always allow a damp piece 
or garment to dry before throwing 
Inte the basket or if it cannot be 
washed at once. 

The ideal plan for many feminine

bow! dip every night. This prevents 
perepiration from rotting the fdric 
er discoloring it It is surprising
